Abbreviation "Xmas" 
Is Of Greek Origin 

There has been much un- 
favorable comment on the 
abbreviated form for Christmas, 
that is commonly used. Many 
think it inappropriate, undigni¬ 
fied to use the shortened form 
“Xmas”. 

The explanation of its origin is 
that the initial letter of the Greek 
name for Christ is “X” and the 
coincidence of its cruiciform shape 
led to an early adoption of this 
letter as the figure and symbol 
of Christ. “X” is frequently found 
on walls of the catacombs. When 
the early Christians wished to 
make a representation of the 
Trinity they would place either 
a cross or an “X” beside the name 
of the Father and the Holy Ghost.

He joined the army 
and attained the rank of Maj. 
General. He was trapped from

with a small band of soldiers 
against a large band of Boers 
during the Boer War. 

Baden Powell wanted to do 
something for the boys of Eng 
land so in 1907 he made a 
camp for boys on Brownsen 
Island off the English coast. 
This was the first scout camp. 

His scouting empire spread 
all over the world until there 
are now six million cubs and 
scouts. He died on Jan. 8th 
1941 at the age of 84.
